Way Euclid Traffic 





Suggestions for Greater Safety Made on Basis | 


Of Recent Survey—No Action Taken 





Recommendations for governing traffic on Euclid avenue were 
‘presented to the city council last night by the county safety council, 
«on the basis of a traffic check made by the SERA recently. < 

The report is printed here virtually in its entirety, but highlights 


«of the recommendations follow: 

One-way traffic rules be adopt- 
ed on Euclid avenue within the 
city limits. 

Boulevard stop signs should 
be placed on all east and west 
streets at their intersection with 
Euclid. 

Boulevard stop signs should 
be removed from Foothill boule- 
vard but those on Euclid should 


be left. 
Underpass be built at Euclid 


| Parking of cars be allowed 
only on east and west sides of 
the entire roadway and no park- 
ing be allowed along the central 
parkway. 

The traffic report was addressed 
to Earl E. Marsh, chairman of the 
Upland Safety council, was sign- 
ed by William M. Robbins, en- 
gineer, and George R. Ker, super- 


visor of the county safety cam- 
aign. ‘ 
. ‘the traffic recommendations 


were based solely on the elimina- 
tion of traffic hazards and the 
creation of safer traffic conditions. 
Local conditions, personal prob- 
Jems and common understandings 
were not considered. The . traffic 
situation was recorded as it act- 
ually is and recommendations 
were made accordingly. 

The report will be referred to 
the planning commission for con- 
sideration. Additional checks may 
be made and a thorough study will 
be given to the situation by the 
city council before any action is 

ken. 

Pe report of the traffic count 
and recommendations follow: 
East and West Streets 

With the exception of Foothill 
poulevard, the preponderance of 
traffic is on Buclid. Boulevard 
stop signs should be placed on all 
east and west streets at their in- 
tersection with Buclid. 

Foothill Blvd. and Euclid 

The greater portion of traffic at 
this intersection moves east and 
west. There are at present boule- 
vard stops in all four directions. 
It is definitely established that ex- 
cept at four boulevard corners the 
placing of boulevard stops at four 
corners increases the accident rate 
and conversely the elimination of 
stops in one of the traffic move- 
ment directions decreases such ac- 
cident rate. In such open areas as 
obtain at this intersection there is 
direct invitation to a certain per- 
centage to disregard such signs 
while the cross traffic is depend- 
ing on their observance of such 
control, In accordance with es- 
tablished practice that allows the 
densest traffic continuous move- 
ment, wherever possible, it is rec- 
ommended that the boulevard 
stop signs be removed from Foot- 
hill boulevard but those on Euclid 
avenue should be left. 

Santa Fe Crossing 

It is determined that approxi- 
mately 6000 cars cross these tracks 
each day between the hours of 6 
a.m. and 11 p.m. Movement of 
rail traffic at this point is more 
or less obscured from the motor- 
ist, creating a dangerous condition. 
In view of the administration’s an- 
nounced purpose of appropriating 
funds for the elimination of such 
hazards by grade separations, it, 
is recommended that application 
be made for such separation proj- 
ect as a permanent solution of 
this hazard. 

Parking and Gutters 

It is recommended that park- 
ing of cars be allowed only on the 
east and west sides of the entire 
roadway and no parking be al- 
lowed along the central parkway. 
In order that this may be accom- 
plished it will be necessary to flat- 
ten the gutters to make them ac- 
cessible to cars at all points. At 
many points these gutters in them- 
selves constitute a distinct hazard 
to traffic crowded too close to their 
precipitous sides. It is suggested 
that this project be combined with 
@ project for such paving as may 
be determined necessary as a work 
relief project. 

Traffic Regulation on Euclid 

It is determined that of 62,306 
cars moving north on Euclid ave- 
nue 59,656, or 96 per cent, were so 
moving in the east traffic lane, and 
2650, or 4 per cent, were moving

These 
numbers would be “South” and 
numbers above A _ street would 
be “North.” Mr. Barker point- 
ed out this would result in a 
“South Euclid” being the prefix 
for numbers both in Upland and 
Ontario, and he said such a con- 
dition would tend to confuse 
postal employes and visitors 
the community. 

As the outcome of the visit of 
the two men possible numbering 
systems were discussed by the 
councilmen. 

Mayor P. H. McQuillen point- 
ed out that the present number- 
ling system is illogical in that his 
home address is 793 Second av-

| With no fund definitely set aside 
for that purpose county enforce- 
ment officials cannot enforce the 
compulsory phase of the pest- 
control provisicn of the county 
charter, according to an explan- 
‘ation today. If the fund is es- 
tablished it would be available 
in all parts of the county.
